Sir Charles Tasper's Statement in 
Besrard to tbe Olalms of 
B. C Sealers. 



Every Step Possible Has Been Taken 
by the Govermnent to Secare a 
Settlement- 

Ottaw.i, April .30.— (Spoolal)— In answer 
to Sir Riohart Cartwright in the House of 
Commons, Sir Charles Bibbert . 3?apper 
stated that the DominioQ Oovemnient had 

received and transmitted to Her Majesty's 
Oovernmont a resolutioQ passed by tho 
legislature of British Columbia on April 11, 
expressing tho hope that tbo royal assent 
would not be given to the bill 
now before the Xtnperlal Parliament 
for giving legal effect tb tho 
Behring Sea arbitration nnleas the British 
Cplumbia soalora be compensated in respect 
to the vessels which hava been aeixjd and 
oomponaated for illegal excluaion from 
Bahring Soa durin)» tho years 1S91, 1892 
and lt!i)3. A copy of tho resolution wiia 
telegraphed to tho Iipporial govornmont. 
Sir Uharloa went on to say that no basis of 
tho catch had been arrived at. It was at 
one time thought that tho olaimn 
und the modus vivendi for 1892 
and 189H, might with advantage bo 
pasaod. When tba, subjeot oamo up for 
disouaaion before tho tribunal at Paris, it 
was fouud expedient, under tho terms of tho 
oonvontion, to advance the claims against 
tho U. S. A uunibiar of tboflo olaiina have, 
however, been filed with tho C^jnadian Giv- 
ernment by tho parties interested. They 
will be further consulted as to tho basis and 
means for substantiating them, for 
the purpose of bning submitted 
for conaideraticn by Her Majesty's govern- 
mentr The claims undf^r tho modus vivondi 
of 1891 are included in tfaia oatogory, but 
differ from the others ioasmuch as Great 
Britain has already awarded the sealers 
8100,000 in respect to losses for that year. 
This amount has been Paid. Every atop 
that was poasiblo for the Canadian gov. 
ernment to take h&g been taken 
poriodioally since I$86 fot the payment of 
the claims of sealers as compenaatiou for 
their losses through the soizure of their 
vessels. Her Majesty's governmenti has in- 
forpted the Canadian government that Her 
Majesty's ambassador at Washington 
was Instructed that the discus- 
aion of tho terms of the oonven- 
tion with rcgtird to Bettiement of damages 
should proceed -pari paisu ^ith the diaona- 
aion of tho arrangemnnta for giving efftct to 
the award. The Governtnent ia not aware 
that any suggestion has been made by Her 
Majesty's GovemmonC that they were pre- 
pared to make any cowpauaation pending 
aotion on the part of the tjaited iStatea,

Paris, April 30 —la tho Chamber of 
Deputies to-day M. Jaurez made a violent 
attack upon the government, which ho ac- 
cused of negligence in nob taking measures 
to prevent the clergy and capitalists from 
fomenting anarchy. He also accused tho 
government of having granted a subvention 
in order to chock the spread of Sooialism. 
M, Buboate, Minister of Justice, refuted 
M. Jaurcz's charges. Count de Mun, 
tho Catholio lc»der, denied the 
existenoo of Christian Socialists. Visoomte 
d'Hughea, anti-Semitio, reiterated the 
charges that Isaolitiah bankers supplied the 
anarchiata with money. M. Millerand, 
Radical, contended that the Government 
must either co-operate with the Socialists 
in effecting reforms, or ally itself with the 
party of the Right. Premier Cusimir- 
Porior declared that tho Government would 
□either ally itaelf with the Soclaliata nor 
with tho Catholio Conaervativea, but would 
remain faithful to the principles of the revo- 
lution. Ultimately the Chamber supported 
tha Govornmont by a vote of '^40 to 179.

COXEY'S CONTINGENT 

Encamped Outside Washiugton Under 
Discomforting t'ouditionH— What 
It Is lutoFided to Do. 



Speeches on the Capitol tirounds 
Coxey Frediota the Passage of 
His Heasnres. 



Wasiiinoton, D.C.I April 30.— Coxey's 
brigade spent a bad night at Brightwood 
driving park. They had no shelter, they 
wore loaked with detv and chilled to tho 
bone. A number of people visited the 
camp to-day and contributed amalt 
change. GeneralCoxeytOommander-in-obief 
of the army of invasion was at the Capitol 
this afternoon, and immediately upon his 
arrival went to the oiSoo of tho aergeant-at- 
arms to have a oonferenoe with that ofBcial, 
Col. Britt, sergeant-at-armSi was not in bis 
office, and while waiting his return Mr. 
Coxey was surrounded by a number of 
persona drawn there from curiosity, among 
them aeveral senators. To a reporter of 
the United Preaa. Mr, Coxey talked freely 
about hia programme. "We will have our 
parade to-morrow" said he, "and we will 
come upon the oapitol grounds. Not in 
a parade, but as private citizens. I have 
learned that there is a statute prohibiting 
any parades on these grounda, and we bava 
kept tho law up to this time and do not pro- 
pose to break it now. We will 
march to the grounds, it being our 
programme to reach thenn at noon. After I 
have made a speech we will assemblo at the 
Peace Monument and march back to our 
camp." 

" But you said you would net violate the 
law, and yet you say you will make a speech 
on the gromnd. is not that a violation of the 

law ? " 

" No, tho constitution gives ns the right 
to do that and Conerees has no power to 
■pass laws in violation of tho constitution. 
There ia no legol authority on tho part of 
anybody to prevent my making a speech on 
the atepa of the Capitol, and that I propose 
to do." 

" But suppose you are warned not to do 
so. and told that your arrest will follow if 
you attempt it?" was asked. 

"I will make tho spoeoh anyhow," aaid 
Coxey, with some oniphaais in bis tones. 
*' We will test tho oonstitationality of the 
law." 

" Why not test the coDStitntfonality of 
the law in the oonrts rather than by the 
commiaaion of an sot wblob the law says 
you are not permitted to do ?" 

"Tho courta are too slow," said Mr, 
Coxey in reply. In further oourae of talk, 
Mr. Coxey said his army would remain 
until hia two billa were passed, and under 
the very rSOi of the capital he again made 
the prediction that hia bills would be passed 
within two weeks after be made his final 
demand.

The genial weather and satisfactory con- 
dition of tho river ia the cause of ootivity in 
boating supplies to the Big Bend, and from 
now on there will no doubt be a continual 
stream of proapectors and others interested 
along the Big Bend road. Many letters 
have been received from outside places ask- 
ing when tho trail to the gold fields will be 
open. Ir. will probably be safe to say the 
pack trains will be running two weeks from 
now, but the river has been navigable for 
two weeks past and boats of all descriptions 
are to be obtained here.

A Coustitational Difflcnlty— Marine 
Department Report— Herbert's 
Hypercritical Observations. 

fFrom Our Own CorresDOndont.) 
Ottawa, April '21. — It would appear as 
if, onoo mort!, Canudtua interests hud been 
saorifioed, owioij to the stupidity of British 
atateamanahlp. During the paat three or 
foar weeka the Dominion Qovernment have 
been in almost daily comtnuDioation with 
the Imperial akjtboritlea in reference to the 
enforooment of the regulations adopted by 
the Paris tribunal, and now word comes 
that the Imperial measure to enforce the 
regulationa has passed both Honaes with a 
olaosa inolnded in It whioh malieB retro- 
aotive the provisions of tka bUL In other 
words, tltose British Cotnmbia sealing vca- 
sola whtoh left porb weeks ago, before the 
■lightest intimation had appeared in the 
pnolia press chat the close bouaon from May 1 
was to be enforced this year, will h»vu lo 
comply with the provisions of the Htikcuto, 
although it may be midaummer before thoy 
learn that euoh a law has been euaoied. 
Rarely has such 

A COLOSSAL i 'ECK OF STUPIDITV 

been sanotioned by any government as in 
this ease. It is a principle of British law 
that only nnder extraordinary oiroumstan- 
oes shall a statute be made retroactive. Not 
for a single moment did the C inadian gov- 
Pinment belitve that this pnrtioular act 
would be made to apply to voaaols nailing 
before the aot was paaaed, but auuh is the 
oiise. This is simply another iustunco, of 
whioh there are many on reoord, that when 
Canadian and United States interests olaah 
and England has to decide the' matter for o« 
Gaoada inTarUbly gata left. It is supposed 
here that Hir J ulian Paunoeforte, who is one 
of the weakest) of the series of weak ambas- 
sadors wblob Oreat Britain has sent to 
Washington, was soared by some of the 
members of the United States government 
into sendiug despatohes to the Home an- 
thoritles intimating that there would pro- 
bably be an outbreak of war unless the mat- 
ter was settled on the lines embodied in the 
Imperial bill. It makes one's blood boil 
with indignation to think that Canada 
should be represented by such a 
man at the United States oapitil. 
This ia not the first time that 
Canada has been worsted through the in- 
strumentality of Sir Julian Paunocfote. The 
reference to the arbitration tribunal at 
Paris was " cribbed, cabined and confiood " 
on account of his lack of backbone. A 
gentleman juao arrived from Waohington, 
who knows something of the inner workings 
of United States politics, says that the 
members of the Government there hare 
never oeaaed ohuokling at the manner in 
whioh they

in regard to the treaty of refttenee. Ihe 
six questione whioh were submitted to the 
arbitrators were all right in their way, but 
they resulted in only a barren viotory for 
Canada, and the great points which this 
country desired to have included in the 
reference, namely, the amount of indemnity 
which the United States should pay to the 
seized Canadian sealers, a point whioh 
Canada all along had insisted should be 
decided by the arbitration tribunal, 
was, at the last moment sacrificed by Sir 
Julian Pauncefote without the courtesy of 
reference to the Dominion authorities. The 
present smbaaBador for Britain at Wbohiog- 
ton ia deserving of the severest condemna- 
tion for hia action. Little wonder if once in 
a while the present premier may wax indig- 
nant at the stupidity of Downing street offi- 
cials und declines to swerve from the straight 
courae whioh duty points out to him. On 
the Copyright queatioa, for instance, whioh 
ia a subject of controversy betifoea the 
Mother Country ond Canada, Sir John has 
put hia foot down firmly in favor of the 
maintenance of Canadian rights, and the re- 
cent notification to the ici.perial auchorities 
that the authors' royalty of 12^ per cent, on 
British copyright works will not be collected 
after next year is a direct intimation that 
Canada will not deviate from her courae,bat 
will insist upon obtaining home rule on this 
question. 

A C0IISTrrtTT10I»AL POINT. 

The Upper House has this week been 
wreatlinc with a knotty conalitutional 
p lint, whioh also came up last session. 
Under the rules of the Senate there is no 
provibion for anyone but the Spuakor to 
preaido otherwisi: than in coinmicieo of the 
whole. The exiitmg arrangement has its 
inconveniences, bi causo if the Speaker hap- 
pens to be away on account nf illness thoLO ia 
no alternative bui for the House to adjourr. 
The objcctinna fnken to tho preaent bill, 
which author. z.d llie aelection of a chairman 
fur tho tiino bei. u, during tho temporary 
abacucci, tiirough illuoaa or othorwiec, of tho 
Speaker, are that in p-ksainj^ audi a meiisuro 
the Senate ia ixoeudiog the bounda of 
aaaigned juriadiciion under tho B. N. A. 
Aot, inaamuch aa the proposed law will 
change the terms and conditions of tho aeo- 
tions providing for the conatitution of tho 
Senate as part of the machinery of legisla- 
tion. Your readers ore well awore that 
as the B. N. A. Aot ia an Imperib,l statute 
no obange oan be made In its proviaiona un- 
less by an amending act of the Imperial par- 
liament. A creature of the statute uuder- 
taking to rearrange itself by taking some- 
thing from the appointing power laid down 
by the atatute is an incongruity. It ia 
olaimcd by soma that section 9i of the B.N. 
A. aot whioh gives power to parliament, "to 
make laws for the peace, order and good 
government of Canada" also confers the 
power 

TO I'ASS TIII.S PARTICULAR BILL, 
but the whole framework of the Britiah 
North America act domonatratea that the 
organiam of government is not to be inter- 
fered with by Dominion legialation. Section 
!)l, and aubaKjuent aectiona give power to 
t bo provinces to amend their conslil ution, 
bill this Ia opecifically withheld from the 
Dominion. In addition to this objection 
which waa urged with oonoidorable 
force by the Hon. Judfie (iowan, 
one of tho ablest members of the 
Upper House, the further point w as taken 
that the bill was an invasion of tho prero 
gativo ond an unlawful interference with 
tho appointing power dologatod by Imperial 
euiictment to the Queen's repreaentative in 
Canada. Not only that, but it ia claimed 
that tho bill substantially altera the terms 
agreed upon as tho basis of Confederation, 
and It ia held that if it goes on the statute 
book it will be a precedent for other in- 
fringoDieDta of the oompaot which tho prov- 
inces entered into. These objections were 
urged with so maob weight that the Gov- 
ernment oonoeded to tbem by inserting a 
oiause providing that the measure shall bo 
referred to the law ofiSoan of the Crown for 
their opinion before it goes into effect, and 
It oan ooly become effective upon the issu- 



% '0» of a proolsmation signed by the Gov, 
ernor General. Itia curreotiy rep.arted. (ha b 
the pricoipal objeot of the oitt is CO enab'e 
the pres. nt Speaker, who is a ' member of 
the !/• gislative Connoii of Qot-beo, to leave 
Ottawa if the Quebee Legislature and the 
Dominion Houses are concurrently in ses- 
sion, to take hia seat in the Legislative 
Connoii to enable tim to draw his indemity 
and retain his position. 

DKPAETMENT OF MARIN'E. 

The annual report of tho Marine Depart- 
ment just issued shows that tho total num- 
ber of light stations, lightships and fog 
alarm stations in the Dominion on July 1 
last waa 619, of Ufthts shswn, 749 : tho 
number of ateam whistles and fog horns 58 ; 
the number of light keopere, engineers of 
fog alarms and masters of lightahips, G24. 
Tiie total number of light stations in British 
Columbia ia 13. There are about .300 har- 
bors, bays and seotiona of rivers, buoyed in 
tho Dominion. In moat oases oontracts 
have been entered into to maintain the buoy 
service for three years. 

The report says that recently the steamer 
Sir James Douglas was examined and it was 
found that the boiler had ooUapaed and was 
not safe. The cost of a new boiler and 
other repairs would bo $6,000. As no 
special reason has presented itself during 
the paat year for iQourriD|i this expense the 
steamer has been allowed to remain out of 
commisaion. The cost of maintenance of 
the Quadra waa $27,408, the highest amount 
of any of the Oovemment ateamers. 

Tho report only covers half a year, it 
being tho intention to make this report 
apply to the fiscal instead nf tho calendar 
year. The total number of storm warnings 
lamed for the six months was 447, of which 
385 were verified, beng a percentage of 86. 1, 
a higher peroentage than in any previous 
year. lospeotor Stupart gives an interesting 
resume of tho work done by the observers in 
British Columbia. It is probable that 
during this year a tide gauge will be erected 
at Capo Uoule, as well as one at Victoria 
and Nanaimo. 

TlIK KKI'ORT OK (JIINERAI, HKRIlKItT 

on the Canadian militia has created con- 
siderable annoyanoo among military men. 
The trouble about tho General seems to be 
that he regards the Canadian force from tt a 
standpoint of the English militia regiments, 
whioh are called out for sixty days training 
annually, and the recruits are drilled ninety 
days. Contrast this with the twelve days 
training which our militia received in two 
ybors, and it will be seen that there 
is a vast difference in the respective 
bodies. That the Major-General knows a 
thing or two ia evidenced by the fact that 
he doca not forget to taffy those corps 
which happen to be commanded by members 
of the House of Commons. Battalions 
whioh are not so fortunately situated are 
handled without gloves. Thos of one bat- 
talion ho says it is composed of children, 
another oorpa he says consists of all oQicers 
and no privates, a third Is entirely disor- 
ganieed, and so on. With regard to certain 
of the offioera, ho does not mince hia words. 
He speaks of one man as being totally unfit 
to command and another man as lacking 
qualifications. If General Herbert con- 
tinues in the way that be has commenced, 
unless a stop ia pnt to tho insults whioh he 
heaps upon the force, it will not lequiro 
very many years to demoralize tho volunteer 
force of Canada altogether. The General 
seems to forget that there is a vast difTor- 
enca between a volunteer force and regu- 
lars, and the sooner he learns that ours is a 
oitieen soldiery the bettor It will be for 
himself as well as for us. 



STOCKS IK NEW YOEK. 

Conalderable Flnotnations — The Industrials 
Halte Considenble Advanees-Sngar 
iSstremely Active. 

New York, April 30.— The Industrials 

ogain led the stook market both in point of 
activity and advance. Sugar alone figured 
for 125,610 share, ranaing between 104.^ and 
107S, and closing at 105§ —a gain of Ig per 
cent, for tho day. The stock completely 
overshadowed the transi>otions in the gen- 
eral liat and at times the oxoitement ranged 
high. The rise was based on Washiogton 
advices that this company, as well as oihor 
industrial concerns, will receive all tho pro- 
tection In the shape of duties that they re- 
quire. Ijead was another feature, and sold 
up to 42)1 for common and 88^ for preferred. 
Increased duties and a belief thatu dividend 
will bo declared on common this 
week accounts for tho improvement. 
Chicago (ias, American Tobacco, Distillery 
and General Electric also made gains ; but 
suhcqeupntly Chicago Gas dropped from 
(Hi to 623 on reports from Washiugton.tbat 
the application tor an order restraining the 
Attorney General from beginning, quo war. 
ranto proceedings had been denied and that 
the Mutual Fuel Gas Co will be granted a 
franchise by the common couDoll to-night. 
American Tobacco held strong until a late 
hour when it waa annnuaccd that Attorney 
(ienoral Moloney of Illinois, bad decided 
that the company was a trust and doing 
business In violation of the laws of Illinois. 
Ic was inferred that he would begin pro- 
ceedings againat thia concern aa anon 
aa ho had diapoaed of the Chi- 
oogo Oaa matter. The high pricea 
of the Industrials led to a reaction of 
i to <A per cent , Tobacco leading Closing 
l)idn: Atchiaoo, 13^ ; Burlington & Quincy, 
IHh ; Canada Southern, ri'/ ; Canadian I'lcifio, 
07 ; Contral Pacific, I JJ ; Cb'oago, Cincin- 
nati, Columbua &.

T3E OPPOSITION'S PLATFORMS. 

That delightfully absurd newspaper, the 
W<]stmtD8tor Columbian, in a late issqe ao- 
onsed the Premier of atatinf; what waa 
deliberately nntrne when he aaid that '* one 
of the chief planka of the WeatminBtor plat- 
form was repreaenCatioD by population." 
Our contemporary says that representation 
by population was a plank of the Vancouver 
platform, and it suits it now to say it did 
not aooept that plank when it endorsed the 
Union Hail platform. Let ns, in order to see 
whether this is correct or not, examine tho 
terms of the Columbian's endorsation. Aftir 
reproducing tl at platform in full in its edi- 
torial columns, it Buid ; 

The wags earners of Vancouver have cer- 
tainly sot Lheir stakes well to the front uU 
olong the linn, tho platform by them being 
171 ei'cri/ reiipecl, as will ba seen, a radical 
and a most advanced ono. B-^s'des indi- 
cating reforms that can only be gradncdly 
worked up to, and others with respect to 
which there is Ugitimnto ground for dif- 
■foronco of opinion, the platform in question 
-contains some iiniiicdialdy praoticiil planks, 
the princip'e, at least, ot which will com- 
mend itself CO most, such as removing all 
•obstacles to free repreaenlAtion, the pro 
▼ision that members of the legislature should 
i«*!gD at the request of a twe-tUrdB majority 
of tbeir eoDBtitneots, the deoUring of elec- 
tfam days legal Jiottdays, the feoommenda- 
tioo of tho re erondum and the clauses re- 
lating to tho ownership and control of 
public eervicea and luxation. 

It will bo observed that) the Columbian 
did not object to, or express disapproval 
of, a s'nglu piank of the Union Hall plat- 
form. Its endorsation was as fall as it 
Cor Id possibly give to any merely bamao 
production. It declared it to bo in every 
respect "a most advanced ono." There is 
no exception ever: hinted at hero. Some of 
the reforms and principles einbodiod in the 
platform wore, it suggested, too good for 
poUtioians in their present imperfect ooudi- 
tion, bat they might " be gradually worked 
up to." Tho very nearest approach it made 
to dissent was that with reapaot to some of 
the planks " there ia a legitimate ground for 
difference of opinion," but it does not give 
tho readers of the Columbian tho very 
slightest reason to infer that the writer 
of the article, or those whose opinions it 
expressed, differed from tho framora of the 
platform in any single particular. The idea 
oonveyod by the language of the (Columbian 
ia that somo weak-kneed oppositionist 
might see grounds for dtffariag with some 
planks of the platform, but for its part it 
agreed with the " advanced " platform, and 
would endeavor " gradually to work up " to 
its '" teforma." 

Tho Premier or any ono oleo who road the 
Columbian's hearty aoooptanco of the plat- 
form was Tally warranted in concluding that 
it bad been adopted by the Colambian and 
the party of wbfoh It is the organ. The Co- 
lumbian had accepted the declaration of tho 
principles and aims of tho wago-earjcra of 
Vancouver os heartily and oa unreservedly 
-as tho platform of any party is eocoptod by 
those wdo adopt it as their political creed. 
No party ia so intolerant or so arbitrary as 
not to admit that there may be legitimato 
grounds for difforonoo of opinion on somo of 
the artlolos of its oreod. There aro enaon- 
tials and non-caaantiala in every body of 
political doctrine. But it is to be again 
observed that the Columbian did not even 
bint dtaappmval of any ono of the alzteen 
pianib of ^a tJoion Hall platform, and we 
4niut cii^ direct attention to the fact that 



.that platform hac ' Aaver - yet jbeen dis- 
avowed by- any member, of the (jppQsitioD. 

The Cotumbian says In effect that Ita ap- 
proval of the sixteen planka of the Union 
Hall platform 'was only a " little one" — 

a oasaa| (joinnlent of about a dozen linea " 
--iutd therefore it e]^6ta the publlo to;'«on- 
olnde that U ahohld'not be bold to it. 'Bat 
the strength of an endorsation is not 
measured by its lengtb, If the Columbian 
had appended to the platform published in 
Its editorial oolumna these flva simple words, 
" All this we steadfastly believe," it would 
liave aooepted it quite as fully aa ib did in 
the twenty linea or ao we have quoted, and 
the signifioBnce would have been pretty 
muoh tho Bame. 

Tho Columbian finds it convenient now to 
say that " representation by population 
only is one of the planks of the Vanoouver 
platform Whiob this paper did nob approve." 
But tho reader, if he refers to the' terms of 
tho BoceptaBCo of the platform, nill see 
that it does not signify its disapproval of that 
or any other plank of tho platform. The 
Columbian's recantation, therefore, ia not 
honest and it comes too lato. 

The Opposition is acting, as ita leaders no 
doubt think, very astutely in the matter of 
platforms. It has one platform for Van- 
couver and New WeBtminater and another 
for Nitnalmo and parts adjacent, and, we 
proeumo, a tliird for Viotoria wbioh baa not 
yet been prcmulgateJ. 

The plalforni which has been adopted by 
tho Nanaimo Reform Club, the Mine Trades 
Unions, and the various Trades Unions of 
the eity of Nanaimo, diflers in some import- 
ant respruts from the ono accepted by the 
Union Hall mooting and adopted by the Col- 
umbian. There is nothing about ropreaent- 
ation by population in tho Nauuiiiio plat- 
form, and tho Columbian's platform does 
not contain a plank requiring the Oovern- 
nicut. to purchase the Esquimalt St, Nanaimo 
Railroad, or another to purohaso tho land 
owned by tho Nanaimo Railroad Company. 
What is the reason of this diversity ? Is it 
that ropresontation by population would not 
go down with the eleotora of Nanaimo dis- 
trict, and that tbe purchase of the Vanoou- 
ver Island Railroad aod tbe lands belonging 
to the Company is too big a pill for tbe Van- 
oouver and New Westminster electors to 
swallow ? Tho Opposition leaders may ex- 
pect by being all things to all men to 
gain some votes, but the policy of having 
one platform for one seotion of the Province 
and another platform for another aeotion is, 
perhaps, a little too deep and too clever to 
work well. 



SIONS OF DANGER. 

It must strike those who arc endeavoring 
to keep track of tbe " Industrial " move- 
ment in the United States as singular thai 
the authorities of the States in whioh tho 
army have stolen trains, instead of prooeed- 
ing against them as criminals who have ap- 
propriated to their own use the property of 
others, have gone to tho judges to get in- 
junctions fo'rbidding thsm to aeiza and use 
trains that belong to a road that is in the 
hands of receivers. One woold think that 
it would be as reasonable to get ont an in- 
junction against a burglar icquiring him to 
respect the property ot a bank or a mer- 
chant as to treat train stealers in this gin- 
gerly way. Bat it aeema that a criminal in 
the States has only to get the sympathy of a 
number of votMra in order to do pretty muoh 
as he likea with impunity. 

The aberiffa' officers oo their return to 
Butte, after having assisted in tbe capture 
of train stealers, were nearly mobbed by a 
crowd A-ho sympathised with the Coxeyites. 
The slackness of tho State authorities in 
dealing with these bands of tramps is some- 
thing very remarkable, and we may add 
deplorable. If men are allowed openly and 
boldly to set the law at defiance in order 
that they may prooeod swiftly and without 
hardship and fatigue to the seat of govern- 
ment in order to intimidate tho Legislature, 
good government will soon be at an end in 
the United States. The army men and 
their sympathisers may say what they like, 
but the true sigDifioanoe of attempting to 
mass an immonso number of nien at Wash- 
ington whilo Congress ia in session is to 
overawe the Legislature and to force from it 
measurPB which they would not hope toobtain 
by ordinary modes of agitation. If Coxey could 
do as he expected, marc*^ into Washington 
at the head of one bunoired thoasand men, 
could Congress be Said to bo free? Tho 
troopa at the diaposal of tho Govornment 
might, and no doubt would, bo able to dis- 
perse the army of the anempleyed, but free 
Uovernment U the United States would gi t 
suoh a shook as it would not soon recover 
from. The way for a Dictator would be 
opened, and the failure of republican institu- 
tions would bo proclaimed by inilliona in 
the United States and in all other parts of 
the world. 

We aee that there are thoughtful men in 
the United States who are alive to the im- 
pending danger and who are not afraid to 

raise their voices in warning. Ono of these 
1) Senator VS olcott oi Colorado. A few 
days ago from his plaoo in the Senate 
Chamber he said: 

I believe the time has oome when those of 
us who are in public life ought to begin to 
oultivoto more regard for tho perpetuity of 
republican institutions, and to pander loss 
to that misled portion of the labor vote 
whose labor ia with thoir throats and never 
with their hands, it is timo we atood up 
for American manhood; for tho right of 
every man to work if ho wanto to, if it 
takoa the whole army of tho United States 
to enable him to do so. Tlio right of every 
man is to enjoy equal liborty with ovory 
other man, and that means ho aholl have 
such labor as it not inconsistent with equal 
rights of hia neighbors, tho right to hold 
and enjoy tho property whiob tho laws of 
the country have enabled hini to secure. 
It ia timo wo had the courage to stand to- 
gether against thia aocialism, populism and 
patornaliBm whioh is running riot in this 
country, and which must end in destruo- 
tion of libortfes whioh tbe laws give us, 
liberties wbioh should be dearer to us than 
lifeitaalf. . 

The dangerous olass In the Uofted States 



are' not the inen^ frtio ilabbr,. bat thdiipen 
who will not labpf if they can help it. The 
profsssionai poUtiblan's who' ssiss npon'e Very 
opportunity to disturb the public mind, and 
who are ready to advocate any oourse, no 
matter how impra:(|tiqabie it may ba or ho\? 
detrimental |to ttie!t plubiio^ipxid, are re? 
sponsible for most df'lbe evils with whlcb 
the United States is at present afllloted. 
Tbe honest toiler is generally a law-abiding 
man. He wants reforms, no doubt, but ho 
wants ;o get them by oonBtitmional moans. 
He ia not often carried away by tho wild 
sobemea of half-orazy fanatios. He looks up 
on them to be what they are, sooial and po- 
litioal nnisanoes, who can never do tho 
slightest good to any oauno. 

WAS IT A BLUSDER? 

A mistake — if it was a mistake — made by 
some one in transcribing the bill laid before 
tho United States Congress to give effect to 
tho Behring Sea Award showa what a diSisr- 
onoe — not the alteration of a word — but tbe 
alteration of a eyllab'e of a word makes in 
tho significance of an important dooument. 
The award stated that tho zone reserved 
round tho Pribyloff lalands was to bo sixty 
ntiies iiialusive of the torritorial waters. 
The copyist, whether by accident or design 
it is not known, wrote the word "ea;olmive." 
By this alight and apparently unimportant 
miatake three riilea were added to tho width 
of the zone. Rut this wna not the moat im- 
portant of the couaeqiiences of the clerical 
error. The bill pieaed through Congreusnnd 
received tbe signature of the President before 
the miatake was discovered, On the face of 
it tho law showed that tho United States 
had broken faith with Groat liritain. Boih 
tho high conlraotiDg powera had bound 
thoniBolvee to abide by the award of the 
Arbitrutora exactly as it was given, but the 
American law altered one of the provisiona 
of the award, and that in favor of the Amet 
ican Government. By this breach of faith 
the United States took a lorge area of the 
sea to whioh it was not entitled, or elee 
passed a law whioh it would have to amend 
as soon as possible after it was enacted. 
Either way tbe unauthorizsd alteration 
placed the United States Qovemmont in a 
I'ather uopleas'int prcdioament. 

It has been proved that the copy furnished 
the Congressional tranaoribor was correct in 
every respect. The bill must have pusacd 
nnder tho observation of Senator Morgan, 
one of the Arbitrators, and several members 
both of tho House of Representatives and 
the Senate, wbo were well acquainted with 
the particulars of tho Award as it left the 
hands of the Arbitrators, yet they failed to 
diacover the changa that had been made. 
This is very singular indeed, for one wquld 
think that any parson who bad read the 
award at all carefully would detect the al 
teration immediately. It is fortunate that 
tho miatake was made by tho Americans, for 
if tho Aot of the Imperial Purliamont had con- 
tained a change of greatly leaa importance 
in favor of the British, the American press 
would have raised a tremendous row <Aver 
it. All sorts of motives would have been 
attributed to tho British Government and 
nothing could persutdo milliona of Ameri- 
cans that the change had not been made io- 
tontiOQally.

The regula- 
tions and aohiidule of forma are ample and 
complete, and make tho procedure for tak- 
ing advantage of tho act bo plain that it can 
readily bo understood. Copies will in a few 
days bo obtainable at the ofTioos of tho de- 
partment. It ia to bo hoped that labor 
diaputta in tho Province will keep in the far 
diatanca. but abould they arise the present 
act provides simple methods and at govern- 
ment expense, whereby any diflferencea be- 
tween employers and employes may be 
amicably and equitably settled) and cordial 
relations maibtalned.

Bledsoe, of the provincial police, returned 
from the Noi th yesterday with six 
witnessea and a quantity of further evi- 
dence in the Lynn case.

At a point about twelve milts north 
of Cape Lbz3 was found the camp in which 
Lyna spent a month or more af(er leaving 
Savary island. Here he had camped first 
on the beach and then back in the timber 
about a quarter of a mile. His bark hut 
was founil Still standing, thoroughly pro- 
tected by a thick clump of big trees. At 
the landing plaoo oppoajto this camp was 
found the miaaiug u.ig of shot that the 
police have been looking for. Thia particu- 
lar chain ia now complete. A handful of 
shot was picked up outside tho window 
where the atore had been robbed ; more of 
the same shot was found on tho wty down 
to tho shack whL'r^ Lynn waa living near 
(.Jreen's hJJao ; unothur small pile was 
located at tho point whore Lynn launched 
hia boat ; when tlie bout was picked up, 
several polleta of tho aanie aized ahot were 
found in the bottom of the craft ; and, 
finally, the hag from which it, all evidently 
camo waa found in tho cmnp on tho Vaofou- 
vor ahoro. At Savary iulaod the olEceia 
carefully examined tho place for cvidnncc, 
and took a eerios of photographa and moas- 
uremanla for tho purpose of preparing 
ground plana of tho placo. At Lund, which 
ia on tho Mainland and about two miles 
from Green's place, the witnesses wore 
picked up, and tbo party returned to 
Nanalmo, whence they took train for this 
city. The next sitting of the magistrate's 
oourt in this case will be on Wednesday, 
when A. P. Davis will appear aa oounael for 
tho prisoner, who will then be repreaented 
for tho first time.

JUBILEE HOSPITAL BO V.RD. 

An Kxparlenced Visitor from San Francisco 
Speaka Favorably of Vlctorlu'a ' 
Inetitutlon. 

A meeting of tho direotora of the Jubilee 
hospital Was hold last night ott- MeMts, 
Yates & Jay 'a office. 

Mr. F. B. Gregory -wrote regretting his 
inability to attend the meetings of the 
Board if held on Monday evenings, and the 
secretary wa5 inatruoted to arrange moet- 
ings aa moob aa poaaiblo to autt the con- 
venience of the majority of members. 

Mr. Bravorman reported on belialf of the 
committee for tbo month aa to tho satia- 
faotory atato of the hospital. 

The President introduced to the meeting 
Dr. Julius Koobig, President of tho German 
Banevolont Society and Hospital of San 
Franoiaco, who had just visited the Jubilee 
hospital, and at the request of tho Board 
gave hia impressiona of the local institution. 

He bad, ho said, boon much improsEed 
with what ho had Been at tho Jubilee ; he 
was much pleased wath tbo nursing ataff, 
and conaidored that tho employment of 
female nurses tended gi'eatly to make the 
hospital more homo-liKe— a feature which 
added much to the comfort of the patients. 
Ha also approved of the pavilion principle 
on which tbo hoapitul ia ooi.'.8ti*uoiod, and 
aaid that the wholu institution, even in 
many of tho little details only notioeabia to 
the experienced eye, compuiud moat fi>vor- 
ably with any institution of a similar ouluro 
ou the Pacific Coaet. Tho board i f directors 
had, he waa of opinion, in tbo Jubileu hos- 
pital an inatitution of which, in every way, 
they might justifiably feel proud. 

In comp&ring the qbargea made at the 
Jubilee with those at his hospital he said 
the former were very modorate, as the low- 
est charge to pay patients in San Franoiann 
waa $2 per day io the general ward, and $4 
per day in pay wards furnished aimilarly tu 
those in tho Jubilee ; snd all pay pitieata, 
without distinction, were in San Franoisoo 
required to pay in advance. 

The Doctor gave other valuable informa- 
tion with regard to the working of bis hos- 
pital, and at the eonolnsion of his remarks 
a hearty vote of thanks was uoantmoualy 
aooorded him for his interesting address. 

The honorary treasurer then made bis 
monthly atatement and votea were paaaed 
for tho aaloriea for March, amounting to 
50, interest for the quarter on mort- 
guge, amounting to §437 50. and actounta 
for March aggregating Sl,5'28 08. 

Mr. Holmckon reported that his niecoa 
had presented Burdett'a work on Hnapitala 
as an Eister offdriog in honor rf their 
grandfather, and the thanks of tho board 
wore tendered to the young ladiea for their 
donation.

Green is tho predominating 
color in the newest designs in ohina 
this year, and a tea set shaped like those 
of our griuidmothcr's day.s, low and ob- 
long sfiuare, with green and gold dec- 
orations and here and thero a pink rose, 
is quaintly pretty ouongli for a queen. 

There is an old fashioned tea caddy 
j exactly tho shape of our Krandniothei-'s, 
with a cover lidding jiLst a drawiug iif 
toil, for one person. It is in tliesunu< col- 
ors in tli(!old iiiij)erial ware' enijird from 
tho Dresden, witli a NVatteuu decora- 
tion. Tliere aro the [iri-ttiest little cups 
imaginable, with designs of tho imudeii- 
hair, but every one has cups imd of all 
shapes and patterns. There is an endless 
variety to bo bought, luid at all jirices. 
The most, extiuLsit.u aro of tho first em- 
pire d«isigu, with charming portraits of 
J(>.sophino Bonaparto, Mme. do Staid 
and othe-r tirst (fuipiro celphi'itias lulorn- 
uig tho aides. In yhajio tlioy lu-o taJI, 
like the chocolate cups, but at tho price, 
|9 apiece, no one would hesitate to take 
oithor tea or coifeo from thenL 

In viands for tho tea tublw thero is 
but littlo vuidety, but tho owner of tluj 
green and white table has miwlo an in- 
novation. She ban a loaf of broad stcajn- 
ed instead of baked im til it is tliorough- 
ly done. Slices aro cut of waferliko 
thickness, made into yiuidwichen, with 
a delicious pato do foi grua filling, then 
soiled — tho broad being a little tougher 
than when baked — and tied with a nar- 
row green ribbon that exactly matches 
the rest of the decoration. 

Thoso ideas could ho o^uried out in 
other oolorii, for there aro charming t<','i 
seta with dull gold edge and a border of 
bluo forgetmouots that would give iho 
motif for a blue tea table and still others 
— though not so pretty — strewn with 
violets. Thero aro o<ld little tea sets in 
pink, heart shapwl, and tho handles 
forming a flgnro flvo. With them are- 
cups and fiaucors to match, and in tho 
center of each aaucor is tlio fnoo of a 
clock with hands pointing to fi. They 
aro cm-ioas — yea, nnd pretty — hut curi- 
ositioa tu'o not always in good ttjsto audi 
soon becomo wearisome.

The City Council held their re^tJlaf 
weekly meeting last eveningj all the mem- 
bers being present. 

After preliminary routine, a communi- 
cation was read fcom. B,. P. Rithet & Co. , 
Ltd., in relation to their olaim at the outer 
wharf for §30 damages, stating that nnleas a 
settlement was made promptly reoourae 
would be had to the courts, 

Ald. Baker remarked that after the city 
had spent aome $600 ip fixing the drain, Mr. 
Rithet'a company might drop the matter. 
The committee had found they wore not 
entitled to any damagea. The Council had 
taken action as soon as notified to remedy 
the trouble. Received and filed. 

Bo Carlo Bossi, Drake, Jackson & 
Heimcken, wrote atatiiii; that Mr. Bossi waa 
willing to give $200 towards extending the 
drain that now oonnecta at the Victoria 
hotel to Store street. Referred to the 
Sewerage oommitteo to report. 

In regard to the widening of Herald 
street. Sc. John's ohuroh ofTdred to make 
over eooh part of loia 711, 7U9 and 710 aa 
ia nquirrd in riiiu'-n for a rooeipt for tazea 
duo lu tbu imd of tS!)( on the ohuroh prop- 
erty, the city to pay iho cost of removing 
thu fencti and Sunday suhool poroh. Re- 
ferred to the Street committee to report. 

A proposition from the Dioceaan Synod 
was read in regard to the Diooeaan addition 
to Ross Bay cemetery, offering to make that 
ground over to the city ou condition that it 
Da held for the exclusive use of the Church 
of England ; that it be properly fenoed, and 
that the city lay out the grounds, make 
roads, etc., on a plan to be agreed upon be- 
tween the Bishop and the city ; that the 
addition be under the same rules as Ross 
Bay, and that the Synod be grantsd a rebate 
ou taxation for the ground for 1892 and 1893. 

Ald. Vioelibs was agreeable to the pro- 
position with ttie exception of the rebate, 
inaimnch as the ground wna to be for the 
exclusive use of the Anglican ohorch. 

Ald. Harris did not believe in the rebate 
either. 

Ald. Keitu-«Viij30N thought a saving 
clause should be put in giving the city 
power to put aside a portion of the diocesan 
cemetery for other denominations, should 
the present Rosa Bay cemetery be filled up 
first. 

Ald Harris thought there was plenty of 
ground without fearing thit. 

Ald Kkith-Wilso.v on this explanation 
was quite willing to accept the proposition. 

On Aid. Baker's motion the matter waa 
laid over for a week to give it more oonsid- 
eration. 

The disagreeable state of the Johnson 
atreet ravine was complained of by the 
proprietor of the Grand Pacific hotel. 

Ald, Bakgr oonaidered the ravine a dis- 
grace to the city and thought something 
should be done at onoe. The motion ahould 
be referred to the Sewerage oommittee to 
report. 

Ald. Styles agreed, and aeoonded the 
motion, which waa adopted. 

Thos. Matthewa wrote atatiog that his 
salary for last month had been out down to 
683 25 from §90 without notioe. He aaked 
for the balunoe of SO 7o 

Ald. Baker remarked that all city oiB- 
oials well knew that the change in their 
salaries was to be made. Ho moved that 
the letter bo received and filed. Carried. 

Ald Baker moved, seconded by Aid. 
Lediogham, that tho engineer of the rock 
crusher be notified thot his services would 
not be required after May 31. 

Ald. STVI.K.S opposed the motion, while 
the streets needed so much attention. 

Ald. Humimireys thought tho rook 
crusher was not needed much in the summer 
and if a man was needed it would be better 
to hire him by the day. 

Ald. Baker hold that there was no use 
for the roller at present. It would bo very 
fiolish to place roi:k on thu streets in the 
summer months, or before the wet weather 
came. The road superintendent had told 
him this. 

The Mayor felt chat the key to the whole 
question was to leave the management of 
the rook crusher, roUor and engineer to the 
atreet superintendent, and to hold him 
responsible. 

After further diicuseion the motion was 
carried. 

Ald IvBiTii Wilsok, in introdnoing his 
by-law to appoint tewerage commissiooera, 
to regulate sewer construction and define 
the area to be sewered, said it was 
in order to inform tho property owners of 
the city how it wan piopooed to 
spend the §100,000 now asked for for 
sewerage purposes, that this by-law was 
brought in. It hud already been agreed by 
the Council to complete the sewerage sys- 
tem in tho buainpsa area, which was duly 
defined In tho resolution pisaed 2'2jd -Janu- 
ary last. That there might bo no misunder- 
standing on tho subject, tho objoct of thia 
by law was to settle what the Council intend 
to do before the people vote the money. 

"Then let me say," he explained, 
" that thia by-law provides, first 
to defino the area to bo aowsrod ; 
second, to appoint comm'aaioners ; third, to 
aaaeas, levy and collect a rate per foot front- 
age upon tho property brneli'ed (in accord- 
ance with power recently granted by amend- 
ment to the municipal act) in twenty five 
annual payments, with power to pay off tho 
aaseuamont on paying intoreat up to tho 
date on which the next ooupona are due, if 
ao desired. It seems tho wish of tho electors 
that commissioners be appointed. This con- 
clusion 1 have come to after very careful 
inquiriej), the main reason being that in the 
oveot of a change of uouuoii no change 
rnay take place in the continu- 
ous construction of the seweratie system. 
I have not embodied in tho tiy-law anything 
as to the mode of letting the coatraot^, bu: 
took it for granted that tho ouunoil ugrco 
that small contraots will be more in the in- 
terest of the oity at large and will tend to 
more effioient and reaaonabi-' ooostruotion. 
The quea JoDof faonae oonneotion requires 



tiio serious consideration of the oounoil, 
and when the; by-law ia road I trust my fel- 
low aldermen ^ViyiU |,lie prepared to deal 
offeotivoly witn 'the dtfficalt matter. It has 
been a&id it ooata too much to compel own- 
eca of 'lota to oouneot with the aeffsra— in 
other words, .that<Bome oae ahould fiad the 
money to make these oonueocions, A per- 
son oan hardly build a main sewer, but 
surely, when the sewer is balcg laid, oon- 
ncctions ought to be man'e without calling 
upon tho city treasury.'' 

The by law waa r^au a first time. 

The Water committee reported fn regard 
to the Bppoinvmont of an engiDOir for the 
high level pump, asking that the oounoil 
confirm their aution. 

ALU HuBiniRKYS did not object to the 
man nor to the committee appointing a man 
temporarily, but ho did objeot to their 
Slliog a position permanently. That sbonid 
only bo douo by the council. 

Ald. BAiCE.i spoke in a similar strain, 
whilu 

Ald Styles said that the appointment 
had been made as a matter of nrgenoy, and 
now tho council were asked to oonflrm'-lt or 
not, as they pleased. 

The report was adopted, Aid. Baker and 
Humphroya dissenting. 

Thu Water oommittee reported on various 
small matters, atnung others that they could 
not sea their way towards granting free use 
of water to Mr. Jordan for bis proposed 
Portland cement company. In regard to 
Mr. Stoinburger's oUim for damages the 
committee recommended that the damages 
bo assessed by the corporation in accord 
with a report of May, 1893. Adopted. 

The Finance committee rooummended 
appropriiitiona of §2,597 for various pur- 
poses. Adopted. 

Tho Sewerage oommittee, in regard to tho 
Master Plumbera' conmiunicition, recom- 
mended that a plu'iibing inspeotor be 
appointed and the by-lkw rigidly onforoed, 
and that application fur the position bo re- 
ceived at next meeting. Adopted. 

Go recommendation of the select oommit- 
teo re poliuo aummer uniforms, \V. D. 
Kinnaird was awarded tho contract for 
meo'd suite at §29 50 and officers' at §25. 
For shoes, (George H. Mayoard and Henry 
Maneell, at $6 For oapi, Oilmore & Mo- 
Candleas, at §3 75. 

Oa motion of Aid. Harris it was deolded 
that the con>poting plana for the Jamea Bay 
permanent way must be in by July 1.

THE LION AND THE BEAK. 

Fight Prevented by the San Fraartaoo Au- 
thorities— Col. Boniifl and blf Absq- 
diites Criminally Prosecuted. 

San P^KANC'tsco, April 2!) —At 8 o'clock 
last ovoning there was a crowd of 1,000 or 
more persota around Col. Daniel Boone'a 
areni at the Midwinter Fair grounds wait- 
ing an opportunity to witnesa tha figlit 
butvvcoD tho man-eating linn and tiio 
grizzly bear, which had bnon ex 
tensively advartieed for some weeks past. 
However, Col. Boone'a ouliro eatublishment 
waa in tbo hnuda of tho Society for the Pre- 
vention of Cruelty to Animals, and beside 
about o dozen offiuers of the aooioty 
there were forty policemen preaent. Col. 
Boone and his mt.nager were placed under 
arrest, at loaat technically so, ond 
neither they nor their omployea tvore allow- 
ed to enter that part of tho building in which 
tho autniala were kept io their cages. The 
polica were present at the request of the 
Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Animals. 

San Fuakcisco, April .30. — Col. Daniel 
Boone, Manager MoOarvio and i'raas Agent 
Hamilton were in the Police court this 
morning, charged with arranging a fight 
between wild animals. They were repre- 
sented by Carroll Cook, who objected 
to the ooraplaints on tho ground that 
they were issued by tho Supreme Court 
Mr. Holhrook, of the sooioty for tha preven- 
tion of cruelty to animals, argued upon their 
validity and showed that, although issued 
by a higher tribunal, they were made re- 
turnable to the police court. Tho mutter 
wont over till to morrow. In tho inouii- 
time polico court warrants will be secured 
for tho rest of the defondantH, so aa to do 
away with any danger of dismiaaal on the 
score of technicalities.
